Judge Savage succeeds Justice 
Walton on the bench and ttfe ap¬ 
pointment is made after a some¬ 
what prolonged battle amongst sev¬ 
eral candidates. 


Death of Hon- John J. Perry. 

The death of Hon. John J. Perry 
of Poland, formerly of Oxford, 
takes from our state a conspicuous 
person in the political history of 
Maine when the repu blican party 
was forming. Gen. Perry, as he 
has been called since 1843, when 
he was elected Mayor General of 
the State Militia, was an active de¬ 
mocrat and as such, was elected 
to the Maine legislature from the 
Oxford district in 1889,-1842, and 
’43 and in 1846 and ’47 to the State 
Senate from Oxford county. Dur¬ 
ing his life he has been an active 
layman in the Methodist church in 
Maine and for many years a trus¬ 
tee of the Maine Wesleyan Sem¬ 
inary and Female College at Kent’s 
Hill. In all his relations in life he 
has sustained a high, Christian 
character, and his death will -be 
a loss to the state. 

Gen. Perry was born in Ports¬ 
mouth, N. H., August 2, 1811, and I 
moved to the town of Oxford, Me., 
where he received a common 
school education then spend¬ 
ing three years at Kents Hill. He 
leaves a widow and one son, E. A. 
Perry, the well-known journalist.

• Gen. Perry’s Will. 

The will of the late-Gen. John J. 
Perry gives the Methodist Epis¬ 
copal church at Oxford village, to 
pe held in trust, for the benefit 
and use of the church, the lots of 
land deeded him by John Hall, 
May 25th, 1S63, in order to enlarge 
the meeting house lot, also his 
right, title and interest in said 
church vestry building. The re¬ 
mainder of the property is devis¬ 
ed to his wife with the request 
that at her death it shall pass to 
his son, Edwin A. Perry. 


The Inauguration Bible. 

We give a detailed description 
of the -Bible which was used in the 
inauguration of Pres. McKinley. 
It was specially printed and bound 
for the purpose, and presented on 
behalf of.the donors to the Presi¬ 
dent-elect by Bishop Arnett of the 
African Methodist Episcopal 
Church. The edges are red under 
gold, with found corners. The lin¬ 
ings are of white moire antique 
striped satin and silk. Inside the 
front and back covers are beauti¬ 
ful panels inlaid with dark blue 
turkey morocco, known as Bishop’s 
purple, 4 finished in gold. The 
centres of the panels are of white 
satin. On the satin centre on the 
front panel is printed an inscrip¬ 
tion of presentation. The - paper 
upon which the book is printed 
was made at an Ohio mill. The 
plates are unsurpassed for clear¬ 
ness and beauty of style. The 
binding is of the finest and most 
superb grosgrain morocco, dark 
blue in color. .It has a fine line of 
gold around the outer edge. A 
pure gold plate in the centre has 
engraved upon it the following 
inscription: “William McKinley, 
President of the United States of 
America, inaugurated Mar. 4,1897.” 
A more appropriate gift from a 
Christian people to the Chief: 
whom they have elected could not 
be made.—Christian Herald.

The 
sessions of the assembly will be¬ 
gin Tuesday, August 3d, and con¬ 
tinue until August 21st. 

Rev. Otis Andrews. 

Farmington, May 6. —The death 
of Rev. Otis Andrews is reported 
from New Sharon. He was an 
l aged and honored Free Baptist 
clergyman, widely known as a 
local preacher through Franklin, 
Somerset, and Oxford counties, 
as well as in the northern Kenne¬ 
bec and Androscoggin.

New Pharmacy Law. 

"We call attention of our readers 
to the fact that the State Commis¬ 
sioner of Pharmacy has begun his 
enforcement of the law and -intends 
to carry it out to the letter. 

Since this matter has fallen in¬ 
to the hands of one determined to 
enforce it, it would be well for all 
who have heretofore dealt in Paris 
Green, Hellebore and other in¬ 
sect poisons to post themselves 
at once on the new law and heed 
its requirements. We deem it fit- 
ing to call attention to the section 
relative to the penalty for viola¬ 
tion of the law regarding the con¬ 
trol and supervision of all apoth¬ 
ecary stores, also to the fact that 
dealers ifi cities, towns, or vil¬ 
lages where there is an apothe¬ 
cary store, are violating a State 
law when they sell or keep for 
sale, poisons or. medicines, unless 
the same is placed and kept un¬ 
der the control of a registered 
apothecary. But dealei's in towns 
or villages where there is no apoth¬ 
ecary store, may under certain con¬ 
ditions receive a “Permit” to sell 
poisons and 'medicines used as 
home remedies or for agricultural 
purposes. Application for such 
permit should be made to the se¬ 
cretary of the commissions.
